LETTER TO NEWSPAPER: Start ‘em talking by 
sending a letter to your newspaper criticizing 


rock ‘n’ roll. Have an answering letter signed 
by “The In-Between Ager,” in defense of the 
dance. 


DEEJAYS: Arrange with deejays to run an “In- 
Between Age” rock ‘n’ roll program. Have dee- 
jay sell Terry Dene as the new singing sensation 
in his film debut. Passes to the disc jockey will 
do the trick. 

STREET BALLY: Have well-bannered sound 
truck tour the main streets playing rock ‘n’ roll 
recordings. 


Two Contest Ideas 


(1) In almost every city and town, you'll find 
teenagers who aspire to be a Terry Dene or an 
Elvis Presley. Run an amateur contest a week 
prior to the picture’s opening. Award the win- 


ner with a week's engagement during the film's 


run. Contact local guitar teachers for likely 
prospects. 

(2) Use the newspapers and schools to get 
teenage rock ‘n’ roll couples willing to battle it 
out on your stage for your town’s top honors. Get 
local dancing teachers to act as judges. This 
stunt should not only help in selling “The In- 
Between Age,” but should attract business io 
your theatre. Promote loving cups for the two 
winning couples.

"Gold" Record 


In the picture, Terry Dene, the singing sensa- 
tion, is seen as the top artist for a recording com- 
pany operated by teenagers with financial back- 
ing of a business minded relative. Terry is pre- 
sented with a golden record, the symbol of a 
million sales. Tie in with a local music store. 
Gild a 12 inch record and paste on a phony label 
bearing the name of Terry Dene in bold letters. 
Surround the “gold” record with plenty of pro- 
duction stills and tie-in signs. 


Select Top Tune 


Here's an idea that’s a little different! With lob- 
by cards, screen clip and newspapers, ask the 
teenagers to select from the 10 songs in the pic- 
ture, the tune they believe will be the biggest 
hit. Distribute mimeographed slips on which they 
can write their selection and have box in lobby 
in which they can deposit it. Announce results 
in newspapers.
